Though details on the origins of the Boyne City Yacht Club are sketchy, 
the consensus is that they were indeed humble.

‘best, Most 
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EJ man 
charged 
in fatal 
accident 


An East Jordan man accused of op- 
erating a vehicle under the influence 
and causing a death was formally 
charged in the 13th Circuit Court on 
July 11 in Antrim County. 

Edward Kotalik, 35, was charged 
with operating a motor vehicle while 
his blood-alcohol! level was over the 
legal limit of .10, causing the death 
of Dennis Skrocki Sr., 50. According 
to charges, on July 29, 2001 Kotalik 
was the driver of a vehicle that 
crossed the center line of Mt. Bliss 
Road near Carson Road, hitting an- 
other car head-on. Skrocki, a passen- 
ger in Kotalik’s vehicle. was taken to 
Charlevoix Area Hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead. Two other pas- 
sengers, Dennis Skrocki, Jr.. and Wil- 
liam Kraemer. Sr.. were injured in the 
accident. 

Kotalik was originally scheduled 
fora preliminary examination the last 
Thursday, which he waved, accord- 
ing to the Antrim County Prosecutor's 
Office. The examination determines 
if a crime was committed and if tt is 
likely the defendant committed the 
crime. 

Kotalik was arraigned in the circuit 
court, where he heard the charges 
brought against him. He heard the 
same charges when he was urraigned 
in district court on June 18. 

Kotalik’s charge carries a maxt- 
mum penalty of 15 years in jail and/ 
or $2,500 - $10,000 tine. 

This is Kotalik’s third drunk driv- 
ing charge, according to circuit court 
records. He ways found guilty in 
Charlevoix for driving while impaired 
in 1989 and operating under the in- 
fluence in 1997 in Pontiac, accord- 
ing to court records.

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Boyne summer resident Bob Greiwe’s 
memoir recalls the wild days of youth 


What do you do when you reach re- 
tirement and discover you've got a 
\ifetime’s worth of stories stored up and 
nowhere to put them? 

You write a book, of course. At least 
that's what Bob Greiwe did. 

A summer resident at The Harbor- 
age in Boyne City, and a Cincinnati 
native, Greiwe’s memoir entitled “Life 
on Thia Ice” has made him a bit of a 
star in his Ohio hometown, with the 
book reaching the top of the Cincin- 
hati Enquirer’s bestseller list and earn- 
ing him rave reviews and a multitude 
of book signings and interviews. 

The success, according to Greiwe, 
was just an outgrowth of his undertak- 
ing, not the goal. What he wanted to 
do, in fact, was simply pull together 
those memories for posterity. 

Putting his stories on paper was noth- 
ing new for Greiwe who, for many 
years, had made notes recounting funny 
stories firsthand as well as made a habit 
of capturing moments through photo- 
graphs. 

It wasn’t until he was inspired by a 
visit with his longtime friend Dick 
Fuller, though, during which he brought 
out the “16 funniest stories” to share, 
did Greiwe begin to entertain the idea 
of writing a book. More and more sto- 
ries came out, and though Fuller passed 
away three years ago, letters from 
Fuller's wife gave Greiwe the encour- 
agement he needed to give the idea of 
a book a go. After he'd finished a 
couple of chapters, he sent them along 
to her; her honest critique, though, led 


Greiwe to acknowledge that he was, indeed, 
“The stories are good.’ she said,’ Greiwe recounts of the feed- 


writer.” 
back, “‘but the writing is just awful.” 


Greiwe then “combed the bushes” looking for an editor who could take 
his stories and mold them into a cohesive book. He began to contact

winners of short story contests at the 
local library in Cincinnati, and “give 
them tests,” he said. Once he'd 
settled on ihree candidates, he gave 
each of them the same story to see 
what they’d come up with. Of his fi- 
na} choice, Dee Garretson, he said, 
“Ttiked what she said. Something felt 
really good about her, so J hired her.” 

From that day on, he said, the two 
labored for two solid years on the 
project, working and reworking ma- 
terial in preparation for publication. 
Ultimately, Greiwe decided to self- 
publish, working through a cousin, 
Kathy Hoeting, a desktop publisher. 

The book, with self-contained 
chapters punctuated by family pho- 
tographs and cartoons drawn by the 
author himself, ended up at a hefty 
48 chapters, recounting the often 
highly-comic exploits of a Midwest- 
em childhood of the 30s, 40s, and 50s. 

And though the happenings con- 
tained therein are set primarily to the 
Cincinnati area, local readers are 
likely to find plenty of common 
threads in the tales of high-jinks and 
youthful life lessons. 

And though Cincinnati is Greiwe’s 
real home base, he’s long counted the 
Boyne area as his home away from 
home, having started skiing at Boyne 
Mountain in 1949. His memories of 
the local area are almost as rich as 
those of his childhood home; he calls 
up images of a “rockin’ and rollin” 
bar in the basement of Boyne 
Mountain's lodge, and music week- 


ends at the Dilworth. A longtime Harborage homeowner, Greiwe is an 
accomplished artist and an avid tennis player who, by the way, is always

(east of US 131). 

King is running for District 6 Com- 
missioner, which encompasses the 
city of Charlevoix and Peaine and St. 
James townships. 

Among the reasons cited for 
Henne’s nomination was his reputa- 
tion as an environmentalist. During 
his 30-year career as the Environmen- 
tal Health Supervisor at the District 
Health Department in Emmet County 
he oversaw 18 water and air quality 
programs. 

He has also been, and remains, ac- 
tive in Several non-profit environment 
organizations: He is president of 
WATCH, on the Board of Directors 
of Tip of the Mitt Watershed Coun- 
cil, and a member of Little Traverse 
Conservancy, Mackinaw Forest 
Council, Sierra Club, National Re- 
sources Defense Council and 


Greenpeace. 
He is also a former member of the 


Hayes Township Planning Commis- 
sion. 

“He’s knowledgeable and has ex- 
tensive experience in the area of wa- 
ter management,” UNGP Co-Chair 
Ginny Heick said, “and he’s honest.” 

“1 was motivated to run because of 
the Charlevoix County Commission’s 
lack of interest in protecting our en- 
vironment,” Henne said, adding he 
was especially dismayed at the 
commission’s weakening of the 
county Storm Water Control Ordi- 
nance. “I am for open, responsive, 
environmental government.” 

Henne is married and has three 
adult children. 

Joe King is a local political activist 
who has worked at the East Jordan 
Iron Works for six years, and is now 
a lab technician.

How Safe are extended 
wear contact lens?

Dear Dr. Huffard,

Are these new extended-wear contacts reatly safe to wear for 30 


davs straight? 


Yes, Bill, they are.

The main concern of extended wear contacts or lenses that you sleep 
in, is, can your cornea get enough oxygen to stay healthy. 

The clear dome of tissue that covers the colored part of your eye is 
called the cornea. The cornea has no blood vessels and it gets the oxy- 
gen it needs mostly from the air in front of it. The oxygen is absorbed 
through the cornea to keep it healthy. 

When we wear a contact on the cornea, this reduces the amount of 
oxygen that can get to the tissue. At night when we close our eyes this 
further reduces the oxygen to the eye. 

In the past it was a delicate balance as to whether or not the eye was 
getting enough oxygen. It depended on the type of polymer from which 
the lens was made, how clean the lens was and the patient's individual 


physiology of the cornea. 


Soft contacts are made of a water and oxygen absorbing plastic poly- 
mer that allows oxygen to pass through. The amount of oxygen that 
can pass through is given a value called the DK value. 

How this value is calculated is technical and not important. We will 
use it as a comparison of the ability to let oxygen pass through the 


lens. 


For most daily wear lenses that are inserted in the morning and re- 
moved before bedtime the DK value is 10 to 20. This will vary from 


brand to brand 


Extended wear lenses of the past measured their permeability to 
oxygen and their DK was 15 to 30. 

The new 30-day extended wear Jenses allow the oxygen to pass 
through the cornea so well the value is 110 to 140. This increased 
oxygen permeability keeps the cornea healthy. so, you only need to 
worry about lenses and lens care on a monthly basis. this type lens is a 
great alternative to lasik surgery. You obtain full time clear vision with- 
out subjecting your eyes to serious surgery.
